| THE IRISH’ POLICE. 


THE MEN RETURN TO DUTY TEM- 
PORARILY. 


The Night’s Rioting—Charges Upon the Mob by the 
Soldiers—Hurling M ssiles at the Cavalry. 
men—A Proposal to Resume Accepted, 
but More Trouble L :oked For. 


DUBLIN, September 2.—At 10°30 last night the 
mob in Brunswick street threw stones at the troops, 
and one man was wounded. A magistrate read the 
riot act, the troops charged and the mob‘fled. No 
further casualties werereported. A bayonet charge 
was made in Sackville street, where the soldiers were 
hotly pressed and badly stoned. Troops are station- 
ed before the bank of Ireland. Many constables 
have returned to. duty at the Kevin street police 
barracks. A few burg'aries were committed during 
the night. The perpetrators were captured in two 
casesand punished. Before the magistrate sev- 
eral men were fined for 
policemen who did duty with the military last 
evening. Lord Spencer is consulting with the 
chief of police acd his officers. Arrangements for 
police duty on the streets are still incomplete. Jt 
is stated that memorials have just been seit to Mr. 
Trevelyan, chief secretary, offering that if the 
policemen who were dismissed are reinstated all 
the men will return to duty.’ The police offer, if 
the dismissed men are reinstated, to waive all other 
Claims pending the meeting of the commission to 
consider their grievances, — 

A MEETING OF POLICEMEN, 

The police will hold a mass meeting to-night to 
discuss the answer which is expected to this com- 
munication, or, as they term it, the ‘‘ultimatum.”’ 
The communication was delivered by a delegate to 
Trévelyan to-day. The law officers are of opinion 
that the services of Orangemen may be accepted as 
special constables, but of course in, their capacity as 
citizens, not as Orangemen. A dispatch from Dublin 
to the press association says: It is stated thatin the 
even’ of terms not being made with the authorities 
four hundred of the five hundred policemen have 
arranged to sail in a special steamer to Owensland. 
The wen say‘tive hundred men of the royal Irish 
coustabulary have refused to do duty in Dublin, 
and they have received telegrams On part of the 
entire body of constabulary, stating that they will 
not do duty in Dublin while the difficulties of the 
Metropalitan force remain unsettled. A meeting 
of the sacred 2 at which all the dismissed men 
and those who resigned were present, was held this 
evening. CanonjPope spoke. He urged the police’ to 
submit to the authorities and advised those who had 
resigned to return to their duty and _ petition for 
reinstatement of the dismissed. The men unani- 
mously refused this advice. They said they were 
Willing toreturn to duty the moment the dismissed 
men’ were reinstated and assurances given them 
that their grievances would be considered. If any 
disturbances occurred the responsibility would be 
with the police commissioners. Serious disturb- 
ances occurred to-night in Stephens street. A num- 
ber of special constables, who had a drunken man 
in charge, were attacked and one of them was bad. 
ly maltreated. Fifteen mounted policemen have 
resigned and the rest of them have refused to do 
duty. The gates of the lower yard of the castle are 
closed, A large crowd has assembled outside. The 
cavalry andinufantry are under arms at the castle 

A SEITLEMENT In SIGHT. 

The striue now seemsto be on the eve of settle- 
ment. The men who resigned sent a memorial to 
the castle this evening, expressing deep regret at 
their actlon and respectfully asking Lord Spencer 
‘to consider their cases. Lord Spencer replied that 
if they returned to @uty this evening their case 
would receive the fullest consideration. A number 
of men returned to their post. A large proportion 


of the night reliefs are now on duty. 
This result has ~° unquestionably saved 
the city from scenes of rioting, 


as many of the special constables who have come 
forward have been utterly unable to cope with the 
disorder. Early this evening the lord mayor is- 
sued a second proclamation thanking the citizens 
for their peaceful and orderly conduct, and stating 
that he had unshaken confidence in their patriot- 
ism and self-respect. Altogether seven hundred 
special constables were sworn in during the day, 
bytthe resumption of duty by the regular police 
has obviated the necessity for their employment 
IN AN EXCITED STATE, 

The city isin a most excited state, The military 
to-night charged a mob surrounding the O'Connell 
statue and cleared the spot. A posse of police on 
duty in Sackville streetare making frequent charges 
in order to clear the side streets. There is much 
stone throwing. Several persons have been wounded 
and a number of arrests made. Both military and 
police are much hooted and show great forbearance. 
It is stated that the police have expressed their de- 
termination fo again throw off their uniforms on 
Monday if the dismissed men are not reins@ted.
